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IN THE CLAIMS : 

1 . (Currently Amended) 

A bar top gaming unit comprising: 

a housing having a base, a first side extending upwardly from said base, an opposing second side 
extending upwardly from said base, a rear wall extending upwardly from said base, and a front wall 
extending upwardly from said base, said first and second sides and front and rear walls defining a generally 
open top of said housing, and a top panel for selective positioning over said generally open top; 

a gaming controller for configuring game data; 

a display adapted to display game information generated by said gaming controller; 

a currency container configured to moun t to a curr e ncy container support struc t ur e locat e d within 
an interior p o rtion o f said housing ; 

a first locking mechanism configured to selectively lock said currency container to said gaming unit 
support struc t ure , said first locking mechanism including a latch connected to said currency container, said 
latch moveable between a first position and a second position, said latch in said first position placing said 
first locking mechanism in an unlocked position permitting said currency container to be removed from and 
placed into engagement with said gaming unit support struc t ure and said latch in said second position 
placing said first locking mechanism in a locked position locking said currency container to said gaming unit 
support structure and preventing its removal therefrom; and 
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a second locking mechanism mounted to said housing, said second locking mechanism including a 
cam rotatable between a first unlocking position and a second lockingpositionby engagement of a key with 
a lock body of the locking mechanism from an exterior of said housing, said cam adapted in its locking 
position to engage said latch of said first locking mechanism to prevent movement of said latch from its 
second to its first position. 

2 . (Previously Amended) 

The bar top gaming unit in accordance with Claim 1 wherein said top panel includes a door 
positioned in said top panel in an area corresponding to the location of said currency container in said 
housing; said door rotatable between an open position whereby access is provided through said top panel 
to said currency container and a closed position whereby access is generally prevented, and including a 
third locking mechanism for selectively preventing said door from being moved from its closed to its open 
position.

9. (Original) 

The bar top gaming unit in accordance with Claim 1 wherein said top panel maybe rotated between 
a raised position in which at least a portion of said interior area of said housing is accessible and a lowered 
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position closing said housing, wherein a condition of said second locking mechanism is unchanged by 
movement of said top panel, whereby if said second locking mechanism is in said locking position and said 
top panel is in said raised position said currency container remains locked to said support structure, 

10. (Original) 

The bar top gaming unit in accordance with Claim 1 wherein said secondary locking mechanism 
includes a lock body which extends through said side of said housing, said cam connected to a portion of 
said lock body positioned in said interior space of said housing. 

11. (Original) 

The bar top gaming unit in accordance with Claim 1 0 wherein a key-accepting portion of said lock 
body is positioned at an exterior of said housing. 

1 2 . (Currently Amended) 

A gaming machine comprising: 

a housing defining an interior area configured to house one or more components of said gaming 
machine; 

a display supported by said housing configured to display game information to a player of said 
gaming machine; 
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a currency contain ei eonfigorcd tu iiiuunt to a currency container support struc t ure located wi t hin 
an interior portion of said housing ; 

a first locking mechanism connected to said currency container, said first locking mechanism 
configured to selectively lock said currency container to said gaming machine support struc t ure , said first 
locking mechanism in a first position permitting said currency container to be removed from and placed into 
engagement with said gaming machine support struc t ure and said first locking mechanism in a second 
position locking said currency container to said gaming machine suppuit structure and preventing its 
removal therefrom; and 

a second locking mechanism mounted to said housing, said second locking mechanism having at least 
one element moveable between a first position in which said second locking mechanism prevents said first 
locking mechanism from being moved from its second to its first position, and a second position in which 
said first locking mechanism may be moved between its first and second positions. 

13. (Original) 

The gaming machine in accordance with Claim 1 2 including at least one panel movable between a 
first open position and a second closed position to provide access to said interior of said housing, said 
panel including a door positioned in said panel in an area corresponding to the location of said currency 
container in said housing; said door rotatable between an open position whereby access is provided through 
said panel to said currency container and a closed position whereby access is generally prevented, and 
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including a third locking mechanism for selectively preventing said door from being moved from its closed 
to its open position. 

14. (Original) 

The gaming machine in accordance with Claim 1 3 wherein a condition of said second locking 
mechanism is unchanged by movement of said panel between its first and second positions, whereby if said 
second locking mechanism is in said locking position and said panel is moved to its open position said 
currency container remains locked to said support structure. 

15. (Original) 

The gaming machine in accordance with Claim 1 2 wherein said secondary locking mechanism 
includes a lock body which extends through a wall of said housing, said at least one element of said second 
locking mechanism connected to a portion of said lock body positioned in said interior space of said 
housing. 

16. (Original) 

The gaming machine in accordance with Claim 1 2 wherein a key-accepting portion of said lock 
body is positioned at an exterior of said housing. 
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17. (New) 

The bar top gaming unit in accordance with Claim 1 wherein said currency container includes a cash 
box and a cash box supporting structure, said cash box supporting structure mounted to said housing and 
said cash box selectively removable from said cash box supporting structure. 

18. (New) 

The bar top gaming unit in accordance with Claim 1 7 wherein said latch is connected to said cash 
box supporting structure and is configured for engagement with a pin extending from said cash box, said 
latch in said first position locking said cash box to said cash box supporting structure and said latch in said 
second position locking said cash box to said cash box supporting structure. 

19. (New) 

The gaming machine in accordance with Claim 1 2 wherein said currency container includes a cash 
box and a cash box supporting structure, said cash box supporting structure mounted to said housing and 
said cash box selectively removable from said cash box supporting structure. 
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20. (New) 

The gaming machine in accordance with Claim 1 9 wherein said latch is connected to said cash box 
supporting structure and is configured for engagement with a pin extending from said cash box, said latch 
in said first position locking said cash box to said cash box supporting structure and said latch in said 
second position locking said cash box to said cash box supporting structure. 
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
